Uniform m arketing and inspection 
service is the next m ajor step in de­ 
velopment of the sweet potato in­ 
dustry, which has advanced to a rank 
of seventh in value of all Texas farm 
products within the part few years, 
according to E. T. Crozier, chief in­ 
spector in the sweet potato certifica­ 
tion program of the Dapartm ent of 
Agriculture. 
At the present time, s.\eet potatoes 
shipped out of Texas p-st free zones 
ate not uififorsniy packed or graded 
and for that reason the high quality 
of yams grown in Texa- i - not recog­ 
nized in northern and eastern m ar­ 
kets to the extent they would justify, 
Crozier said. 
He 
pointed 
out 
that 
Louisiana 
grower* of sweet potatoes benefit 
by a state law requiring uniform 
packing and giading, and ' ailed a t­ 
tention to the tact that state inspec­ 
tion 
e n ice for products of the Km 
G rande Valle: has be* n of material 
aid to producers of that area.

same character of service is needed 
for the sweet potato industry, he said. 
A m arketing association,, now being 
proposed by th* Hast Texas Chamber 
of Commerce, < uh! be of great value 
to th*- Texas sweet potato producers 
in securing better m arketing condi­ 
tion-. he dor tared.
